effort. There has been some inquiry about it 
lately in view of the Chicago Con vention. 

Some seven or eignt years ago the Gentle- 
man’s Literary Ciub was a well-known insti- 
tution of Indianapolis. Its members con- 
sisted of men prominent in business, social, 
and political life ot all shades of opinion, 
and among them were Gen. Harrison and 
J Gresham. The club met every two 
weeks, when papers were read on current 
topics, and after the reading a general dis- 
cussion followed. 

In this.city there are now two or three 
gentlemen who were members of the club 
at wat time, and one of them today reculied 
the fact that Gen. Harrison read a paper at 
one of the regular meetings in which he 
came outsquarely in favor of the free ad- 
mission of the Chinese to this country and 
recommended that all restrictions be abol- 
ished. 

“*T remember that paper very well,“ said 
this gentieman, “because it attracted no 
little attenwon in the club at the time. I 
cannot remember anything of the details, 
but I know that the General in favor of 
admitting the Chinese, and he topk tne broad 
ground America should e to them 
a welcome hand and that humanity demanded 
that they should be allowed to come under 
our benign civilization, Dr. W. A. Bartlett, 
the pastor of the New York Avenue Presby- 
terian Church, was a membe. of the club, 
and he held views somewhat similar. Judge 
Gresham dissented, and I remember that the 
Judge and the doctor heid quite a contro- 
versy about it, carried on in a friendly way. 
Perhaps, however, Or. Bartlett can tell you 
more about it.“ 

Dr. Bartlett, when asked about the matter 
by Tun TxIBUNE correspondent, did not care 
to speak about it, but finally said: Tour in- 
formation is correct. While I have no dis- 
tinct recollection as to the paper in question 
I recollect that in a general way Gen. Harri- 
son was in favor of admitting the Chinese 
without any restrictions. I held then sub- 
stantially the same views, but since have 
modified my opinions. I also recall that

If they 
have no friends in a position to furnish them, 
with work and teach them how to do it, they 
descend into the great mob of sellers over 
ccunters, of dry goods and millinery clerks, 
and crowd upon the crowds of women whose 
wages are kept at starvation point by the ex- 
cess of labor continuaily offered for counter 
service. 

Meanwhile the higher and best-paid artisan 
employments are filed by aliens. In France, 
Germany, Austria, and Switzerland there 
are schools m which boys can learn the 
things they need most to know. Literary 
training is not withheld; on the contrary, it 
is thorough and admirable, but itis adapted 
to their purposes in fe. They are taught 
the crafts which lie at the foundation of civ- 
ilization. They are not made carpenters, 
masons, founders, molders; but they ac- 
quire expertness in the principles of hand- 
ling wood and metal; they acquire gkill in 
drawing, designing, decorating. and calcu- 
lating. These constitute the capital of the 
best artisans; without these, no man 
becomes an artist. They come to 
this country and find desirable 
places waiting for them. Tne business of 
wood-carving, for instance, and thé artistic 
treatment of stone, designing in terra-cotta, 
and pattern-making generaily, are done al- 
most eatirely by foreign workmen trained in 
the schools of foreign countries. They earn 
higher wages than clerks in dry-gonds stores. 
With frugality and thrift they soon acquire 
capital enough to buy an interest in a manu- 
factory or to purchase the plant of their own 


craft.

But for last year the percentage of 
successful predictions was a shade less than 
74; it may fairly be claimed to have been 
nearly 81 if we allow for the fact that the 
predictions are now made for thirty-two 
hours in advance instead of twenty-four, 
which was the rule formerly. : 

This retrogradation in usefulness is ad- 
mitted by Gen, Greely, the chief officer, 
who admits that the blame does not lie at his 
door. The fault is due to conditions which 
he does not control. The predictions have 
been made recently by young officers who 
had received none too much education “in 
that line of duty and were entirely without’ 
exverience in it when they undertook the 
responsible work of making weather fore- 
casts for the Nation. The older officers who 
formerly performed that duty were not only 
approved as competent meteorologists but 
essayed the task because they loved it, 
and were asked to do so for the rea- 
son that they were believed to have a 
special aptitude in that direction. Now 
that the annual expenditure has risen to 
nearly $1,000,000, the most important part of 
the duty for which so much money is appro- 
priated is intrusted to mere apprentices in 
the art. It is ud Wonder that they fail to 
produce the best results, but it is not fair to 
lay the whole blame on them. It so hap- 
pened that the officer on duty last March was 
the one whose predictions won so much 
credit for the department dur ug the earlier 
years of its history. Yet he utterly omitted 
to notice any indication of the great blizzard 
of that month, a fact that ought to be set 
down as much more than a single unit on the 
discredit side of the sheet from which is 
made up the announced percentage of suc- 
cess for the year. 

The latest number of Science states a few 
facts which expose a lamentable condition of 
things in the department and suggest the 
question if it be not an Augean stable, to re- 
form which would involve the sweeping of 
the whole thing outof existence. It says:

The hundreds of delegates and the thou- 
sands of visitors who are in Chicage this 
moraing should not burden their spirits un- 
duly with politics for at least twenty-four 
hours. Chicago is a city of conventions. But 
itis also a city of churches. Men will find 
within 1ts cosmopolitan confin mples to 
every creed the ingenuity of man yet con- 
trived. There is no regtriction upon freedom 
ot worship or freedom not to worship. For 
those who inciline*to the Gospel there are 
beautiful edifices and good preachers of 
every Christian denomination, and not the 
least among them is one whose pulpit stands 
upon the stage of Central Music-Hall, Prof.

There are sermons, to be had in French, 
German, Bohemian, Polish, Italian, Swedish, 
Danish, and Greek. There are humble al- 
tars to the deities of China, and the devotees 
of Christian Science are numerous and allur- 
ing. There are disciples and a temple of 
Swedenborg; there are Theosophists and 
Ethical Culture aposties. Nearly every cult 
known to the ancient and the modern world 
finds in the civic neutrality of a great Amer- 
ican city sustaining soil. 

Were the Puritans themselves legislators 
of the town in these latter days of relaxed 
discipline their generous hospitality would 
be offered to the strangers within the 
gates. They would remind the ourn- 
ers over Sunday that after the duty 
of worship is performed health of body 
as well as peace of mind may be pro- 
moted by such additional means of grace 
as the bounty pf Heaven hath provided. 
Among the latter are the breezy shores of 
the lake, which the guests can traverse tor a 
score of miles; there are the parks, already 
verdant in their broad acres of velvet lawn, 
rich in the sweet odors of summer, and fuil 
of happy life, vegetable and human.

The Harrison 
men are about the best politicians on the 
ground, but as yet they don’t get much en- 
couragement. They have some votes in Mass- 
achusetts, a few from Tennessee and Florida. 
Some of Harrison's workers have been out 
trying to borrow votes for the firsttwo or 
three ballots. 


The Sherman forces were most discour- 
aged yesterday. Senator Hoar and Treasurer 
Beard are trying to swing the Massa- 
chusetts delegation solidly to Sherman, with 
fair prospects of success.

Charles Dickens Is Coming Back and, of 
Course; Is Complimentary. 

New Yorx, June 16.—[(Special.]|—Charles 
Dickens sailed for England today on the 
steamer Servia. In speaking of Louis Steven- 
son’s recent article in Seribner's, Some 
Gentlemen in Fiction.“ in which the author of 
„Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde asserts that fone 
of the elder Dickens’ characters were gentle- 
men, Mr. Dickens said; 

„Mr. Stevenson’s article shows that he isa 
pot-boiler of the most ordinary and inveter- 
ate kind, and that he has given the smallest 
amount of possible consideration to his sub- 
ject, such as it is. What does Mr. Steven- 
son mean—if, indeed, he has any definit 
meaning at all? If he means that there are 
no fashionable or noble heroes in my father’s 
books, no Lothairs, or Conningsbys, or even 
Pitt Crawleys or Lovelaces, no doubt he is 
right. But, if I may venture to say so, I 
think that the firm hold which his books 
have on the great mass of English-speaking 
people is due to that fact, and that every- 
body knows, except some superior critics, 
that the accidents of birth, station, and edu- 
cation have, after all, but little to do with 
the production of a gentleman in the truest 
and nobiest sense of the word.” 

Said Mr. Dickens: “I have just got back 
from a tour through the Western and North- 
western States and the Pacific slope, and, 
quite apart from the splendid scenery of Cali- 
fornia, Oregon, Washington Territory, and 
Montana, I found the West a good deal more 
interesting than the East, for the reason that 
you can see the progress civilization is mak- 
ing to an extent which does not strike one so 
much in the older cities of the East. I shall 
certainly write some articies in my magazine 
about my trip to America, but whether they 
will ultimately assume book form I have not 
yet had time to decide. My tour has been 
successful, and I have received such kind 
treatment in all parts of the country that I 
shall certainly cross the

LIVES LOST IN A RAILWAY WRECK. 


A Freight-Train Derailed and Two Tramps 
Killed—Others Injured. 
Riversipe, III., June 16.—[Special.]—A 


Chicago, Burlington & Quincy freight-train 
consisting of twenty cars was ditched half a 


mile west of Riverside about 1:20 p. m. to- 
day, and two tramps,John Kinney and John 
Kagle, who were stealing a ride, were killed. 
The train was to switch. When the switch— 
an automatic one—was half the 
chain caught and the switchman says he 
was unadle to move it either way. He 
flagged the train, but it was under too great 
a headway to stop. The engine and ten 
cars were piled in a heap. The engineer and 
fireman were uninjured and crawled through 
the side of the overturned cab. The for- 
ward brakeman leaped from the top of the 
front car just as it was leaving the track. 
He was not hurt. In the car was 4 load of 
paving blocks and, unknown to the ‘train- 
men, four — Two were killed: The 
others were ghtly injured. The bodies 
were taken to the morgue, and the injured 
men to the hospital. The other cars: con- 
tained grain and building material. The 
total damage is estimated at $12,000. A 
wrecking engine and crew of seventy-five 
men arrived half an hour after the accident 
and cleared one of the three tracks in 
two hours. All the tracks will be cleared by 
noon today. Trains were not long dplayed. 


ANOTHER MURDER IN HAVANA, 


One Assasin Killed and Several Others 
Arrested. 

Havana, June 16.—[Special.] — Another 
assasination has occurred in oneof the most 
frequented streets of Havana. Friday even- 
ing between 8 and 9 o’clock Mr. Valentine 
Coruga, a merchant of this city, was attacked 
by a party of robbers in Habana street, near 
Tagadillo. In his efforts to defend himself 
Mr. Coruga was stabbed in the left breast 
and fellto the ground mortally wounded, 
holding in his hand the hat of the man who 


wounded bim. His cries for help 
called a number of persons to 
his aid, who carried him into a 


hours near by, where he expired after a few 
moments. The hat of the assasin led to his 
identity, and he was soon found, arrested by 
the police, and identified as Eligio Rincon, a

Julian Hawttidrne in Belford’s Magazine: 
We may talk about the hardships of, Amer- 
ican literature (having assumed, for the sake 
of argument, that such a thing exists), but 
what would be the state of that alleged liter 
ature if there had been no American miga- 
zines? Suppose I, as an American author, 
Write a novel, and arrange with a publisher 
to bring it out at the price of 81 
a volume, or 50 cents paper. [If 
he has confidence in the book, the first 
edition will be 1,000 copies; my share of the 
rocéeds on the ordinary 10 per cent basis is 
100, payable at the end of the year. If I 
live by my pen I must subsist during that 
year on nothing at all, and when I get my 
5100 I must pay out of it my debts for that 
last year, and probably my present funeral 
expenses, fcr who can live on W cents 
a day, evén if he were not obliged to 
starve to death berore he could enter upon 
the enjoyment of that princely income? Bt. 
let us be extravagant and utopian—iet us say 
that my edition is 6,000 copies, instead of 
1,000. In that case—which perhaps occurs as 
often as once in a thousand times—my re- 
ward-amounts to the sum of noless than $500 
—assuming, of course, what is never the fact, 
that all tne copies sold are in the dollar 
cloth form, and none in the 50 cents paper.

Fifteen Thousand People Delighted with 
the Beauties of the Convention Hall— 
For Three Heurs They Wandered 
Through the Building Criticising Its 
Points, Listening tothe Music, and Ad- 
miring the Lighting Arrangements. 

In response to the invitations issued by the 
Auditorium management to club members 
and their ladies at least 15,000 people in- 
spected Convention Hail last night. Every 
door leading to the place of nomination was 
thrown open, and streams of ladies and gen- 


cessantly from 8 to 11 p. m. Congress street 
from Wabash to Mich 
bright as day, and also two avenues half- 
way to Van Buren street, from the light of 
twenty-four arc lamps suspended above the 
side-wall on the three frontages. These and 
a broad belt of red, white, and blue about 
thirty feet from the ground were the only 
outer decorations, but they were in keeping 
with the rugged grandeur of the structure. 
The apparent fear that the hall would be 
over-crowded led many people to arrive so 
early that for half an hour be- 
fore the doors were opened the main 
archway on Congress street, the sidewalk, 
and the street to its centre were crowded 
with ladies and gentlemen on foot and in car- 
riages.

If cremation becomes popular it will be a great 
boon for poisoners and other murderers who dis- 
pose of their victims in such a manner as to 
leave no outward indication of a crime having 
been committed. It frequently happens that 
several weeks, and perha months, elapse be- 
fore suspicion is fasten upon the, murderer, 
and then it is necessary to exhume the re- 
mains and hold a post-mortem and inquest 
in order to prove the cause of death.

In the 
Maxwell case, for instance, the little chloro- 
former would in all probability have escaped had 
it not been possible to disprove his testimony, 
that he was treating Preller for a disease which 
rendered an operation necessary, by exhuming 
the remains and making an examination.

A GIFTED AND WONDERFUL CREATURE. 


The Flea, His Habits, Capabilities, and Per- 
sonal Qualities. 

Swiss Cross: Let us put out flea under the 
microscope. It seems to be clothed in a sort 
of armor formed of brown, overlapping 
plates that are so exceedingly tough as to be 
almost indestructible. Its head is small and 
thin and it has a single eye upon each side. 
This eye is black, and the rays of light 
scintillate within it like sparks of fire.

There are several varieties of fleas, but 
they are so much alike that their differences 
are interesting only to scientific people. The 
cat-fiea will do as woll as any to show us the 
process of breed During the spring and 
summer months. she. simply drops her eggs 
into the fur of the cat; but in the autumn 

winter she glues each frmig 

upon a ‘hair. These eggs are so small 
as to be barely visible to the naked 
eye, but under the microscope they are 
beautiful, looking like the loveliest — 
ahd are perfectly translucent. The flea de- 
posite nearly at à time, running about 
and dropping them here and there. They 
soon hatch into small white footiess worms, 
In from one to two Weeks they go into co- 
coon, Nothing can pe prettier than this co- 
coon. I wish I could show it to you, but Will 
try to describe it. It is ke a flash of clear 

as, tinged at the edges with pearly tints, 
and dotted over with gold. The little sleep- 
er within lies in a circle, is rose-colored, ae 
about six weeks he reaches maturity. At 
first he is not larger than a mite, but when 
well fed grows quickly in size and strength. 

Fleas are quarrelsome and great fighters. 
When several are confined in a glass they 
will stand on their hind legs, striking at their 
‘opponents with the others, and roll over and 
over each other, losing legs and antenna, 
and at last giving up their hves in the fight. 
There is a record of a flea which lived ten 
days after such an encounter with no anten- 
nee, three of his side broken, one eye 
gone, and with only four legs, and these cut 
O to the rst joints. a 

Fleas are supposed to feel a great antipathy 

wormwood and other bitter herbs; and in 
England the country people have a habit of 
placing these about their cottages for the 
purpose of banishing the lively little pests. 


SUICIDE OF A MINNESOTA POLITICIAN. 


Capt. J. A. Reed, for Twelve Years Warden 
of Stillwater Penitentiary, Shoots Himself. 

MINNEAPOLIs, Minn., June 16.—{Speciak ]— 
Shortly before noon today Miss Lou Reed, 
the daughter of Capt. J, A. Reed, ex-Warden 
ol the penitentiary, was startled by the sound 
of a pistoishot in the chamber of their home 
to whieh her father shortly before ascended 
with the announced intention of |. tak- 
ing a bath Hastening upstairs she 
found her father lying face down 
across. the bed, gasping heavily, while 
the. life-blood .spurted from a ghastly 
wound in his head. Physicians were imme- 
diately summoned, but the wound wasa fatal 
one and before help arrived Capt. Reed was 
dead. He had returned this morning from 
Stillwater, and had chatted pleasantly with 
his daughter while resting. before proceeding 
to the bath. All his family except the daugh- 
ter, who was at home this morning, consist- 
ing of his wite. his daughter Belle, and his 
son Will, were at Mahtomedi, where. he had 
recently purchased the Mahtomedi Hotel with 


| the intention of making a summer residence 


there. . Telegrams were sent them at once 
and they are expected to return today. Capt. 
Reed’s intention was evidently to shoot him- 
f through the tempie, but the heavy re- 
volver, a 38-calibre, probably pulled hard and 
the muzzle was depressed so as to send the 
d y ball crashing through the base of the 
skull The fatal snot entered the right side 
and passed clear through the head, making 
ite exit through the left ear. 
Capt. Reed was one of the pioneers of Min- 
nesota, having come here in 1857. He for- 
merly lived. at Mankato, where he had a 
largn farm, but twelve years ago he Was ap- 
poiated by Gov. John S. Pillsbury to the 
position of Warden of the State Penitentiary 
at Stillwater and removed shither witb bis 
family, residing there till 1887, when he was 
succeeded by the .present Warden, A. G. 
Stordock. He had always been prom- 
nent in public life, having -served a 
term in the Legislature from Blue 
Earth County in addition to his services ‘as 
warden. He was .a.gallant soldier in the 
War of the Rebellion, spending four years 
and a-haif at the front as. Captain of Com- 
y B. Fifth Iowa Cavalry. He was a mem- 
rot the Loyal Legion, stood high in the 
esteem of; all old soldiers, and of his fellow- 
citizens generally.

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WEAR SHOES FROM BOSTON. 


Foot Coverings Turned Out by Millions— 
History of a Boot from the Hide of the 
” Beast to the Finished Product—Material 
Supplied from Animals Dead of Epi- 
demic Disease—Horse, Alligator, and 
Kangaroo Skins—Rabper Shoes—Iater- 
sting Information on Foot Gear. 
than halt the people of the U 
—men, women, and children— 
that come from Boston. This is, indeed, the 
headquarters of the boot and shoe industry 
for the whole country—the centre from 
which the marketable product of the great 
manufacturing towns hereabout is dis- 
tributed. The population of these towns 
is chiefly made up of workers in the 
huge shops, which turn out footgear 
at the rate of nearly 100,000,000 
pairs. every year. Spencer, Worcester, 
Brookfield, and other settlements in Worcés- 
ter County devote themselves to the mak- 
ing of long-legged boots. Shoes are mostiy 
put together in Plymouth, Abingdon, 
Rockland, and other places on Cape Cod. 
Slippers afford almost exclusive employ- 
mentto the busy inhabitants of Haverhill. 
Low shoes, for summer wear, nearly all come 
from Newport, and ladies’ boots, etc.,/ give 
occupation to the residents of Lynn, Bever- 
ly, Newburyport, and Marblehead. All these 
goods dre brohght, for selling, to the modern 
Athens, where each big manufacturer has 


his warehouse. From the warehouse agents 
are sent all over the continent to solicit or- 


ders of the ‘“‘ jobbers,” or wholesale men. 
Sometimes the jobber orders through the 
agent so many cases, as per sample shown; 
but more often he makes a'note.of whatever 
pleases him and comes to Boston himself 
subsequently, to viel? the warehouses and 
select his stock for the approaching season. 
A factory proprietor does not ordinarily 
make more than two or three different kinds 
ot shoes or boots—for the reason that it is 
cheaper to produce the same sort of thing 
in quantities—and so the wholesale man 
trots about from one establishment to an- 
other until he has purchased what he calls 
a full une.“ Subsequently he sends out 
traveling men, to drum up the retail dealers. 
who must buy what they sell from the job- 
bers. For the — ＋ a rule, will 
not dispose of ir goods directly to the re- 
tailer, thus compelling the consumer to 
what would seem to the untutored mind‘ to 
be an extra unnecessary profit. And this is 
rendered the aggravating when one 
considers the difference between the actual 
cost of turning outa pair of shoes and the 
ay at which the same pair is finally gold. 
he experse of making it is to the manu- 
facturer, say, $1.25—of good stock and well 
constructed for wear—and his price, by the, 


case, is $1.80. The jobber receives $2.60 for 


it fromthe retailer, who charges his cus- 
tomers $4.50 for the article—marked down 
from $6, don’t you know. The gains on the 
sale of more expensive boots are much great- 


er. 


Nearly all the shoes manufactured at the 
present time are constructed by machinery. 
As in other mechanical industries, the old- 
time method, by which each workman pu} 
together a boot from the cutting of the sole 
to the stitching of the upper leather, has 
been abandoned for the system that gives to 
every person employed some small part only 
of the task to be rformed. Perchance it 
— not be un interesting to review in detail 

e process by Which a pair of men’s foot- 
coverings is evolved from the original 
leather. The material employed may be calf- 
skin, buff leather, grain or spiit. Buff 
leather is ordinary cowskin, with the rough 
outside ground off it by a buffing wheel. 
Frequently the hide is siiced with a knife 
into two layers, the outer one next to the 
hair being calied the grain and the inner one 
the split, The latter makes an excellent 


quality of leather, while the former has the 


great advantage of beimg water-proof. In 
any casé, however, the first operation neces- 
sary is tanning. Thisis simple, and is 
performed by suspend the skins, just as 
they come from the animal, in vats filled 
with hot sumach liquor or hemlock bark. 
For eight days or less y are left soak, 
and then are taken out, washed and dried in 
the sun, or under cover with revolving fans. 
Finally they are care ked—for or- 
dinary use at any rate. In this condition 
they are brought to the factory, in big 
bundles, and now the process begins. 
First, the rator in the cutting-room 
places the thickest of cowhides—previously 
chopped into long stripes, of a width just 
‘equai to the length of the shoe desired—on 
a table beneath a steel die, which descends 
at brief intervais and cuts out a series of 
rfect soles, as the material is shoved along 
y the practiced hand of the workman. An- 
other man chops out in like manner the vari- 
ous pie for the upper,“ using for this 
purpose dies that are manipulated by hand, 
with mallets to strike them with. But ali 
really fine goods are cut out by hand entire- 
ly, the expert employing brass-ed pat- 
terns around which he runs a keen knife- 
blade. The upper is almost invariably in 
three pieces, instead of six, as formeriy. In 
this scrappy condition the upper of the con- 
templated boot is sent to the stitching. de- 
partment, where itis puttogether by girls 
with sewing-machines of massive construc- 
tion, especiallv adapted to this sort of work. 
The making of buttons and button-hol 
lining, etc., all comés under the head o 
stitching. This performed, the shoe that is 
to be goes to the laster, whose part of the 
task is perhaps more mportant to its suc- 
cesé than that allotted to any one else. In bi 
factories the lasting is done by a team o 
men. Number one takes the wooden last 
and tacks the in-sole upon it, passing it over 
thereupon to number two, who stretches 
the upper over the lust and tacks it so as to 
hold. Number three lays the outer sole over 
the in-sole, and secures it with lasting tacks. 
The shoe, thus fixed temporarily in shape, 
is next sewn together by machine, and tne 
sole is finally attached with pegs or screws. 
It is a wonderful thing to see the mechanical 
contrivance devised for this purpose go over 
the bottom of a boot with an endless wire 
screw in its jaws, putting in metallic pegs 
wherever needed, never too long and never 
too short, until one shoe is completed and 
thrown aside for another, the whole opera- 
tion being gone through from beginning to 
end automatically. Now the jobis taken up 
by the heeler, wno affixes the heel already 
repared by a single stroke of a machine 
ammer, while a knife is whirlea around al- 
most simultaneously and cuts the new at- 
tachment cleanly tothe proper shape. This 
done, the product, now nearly figished, goes 
to à person who. blacks the edges of the sole 
and heel. The final touches are added by an 


artist who burnishés these same parts 


with an oscillating wheel, and the shoes are 
ready for market. Such is the process by 
which nearly all the shoes made in New Eng- 
land are turned out.

We 
raised it, but 1 had to chip in 15 cents from 
my private finances to make up the sum. It 
was only a week later that the wife of the 
proprietor paid $6,000 in cash for a biue-faced 
sunflower for a corner of the k yard, and 
the only remark made by her husband as he 
learned of the purchase was: 

“Why, my dear, you should have tdken a 
pair of them at 811.000.“ 

In the seventh year of my stay the Gazette 
changed hands. There was the usual notice 
of Sheriff sale, and of the plant being bid in 
by a young and enterprising man who would 
seek to make it a popular local organ, etc., 
but that was all tar.
